As fo r the subsidies, Civ il Aero na utics Bo a rd o f­ 
ficia ls ho pe the cha ng e will lea d to a reductio n but

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Overseas Military Mail 


# Goes To The Airlines 


The Defense Department appears to have done 
a good stroke of business by giving scheduled com­ 
mercial airlines the job of transporting military air 
mail overseas. A saving should result. If a reduction 
in subsidies paid the carriers should follow, so much 
the better. 


Robert B. Anderson, deputy secretary of defense, 
explains that the move is in line with the administra­ 
tion's policy of ‘ minimum competition by the govern­ 
m ent with private enterprise.'’ He added that it is ex­ 
pected to bring a great improvement in mail service 
to overseas Army and Navy p o t offices. 


That is a reasonable expectation. The airlines 
are selling this service, along with others, and they 
are in competition with each other. They ought to do 
it better than military planes operated by organiza­ 
tions created for an entirely different purpose. They 
ought to be able to do it for less than the armed ser­ 
vices, which need not worry about making a profit, 
can possibly do it. 


As for the subsidies, Civil Aeronautics Board of­ 
ficials hope the change will lead to a reduction but 
are unable to estimate how much money might 
be 
involved. They have some figures on that situation. 
During the 12 months ended last June 30 the 
governm ent 
paid 
American 
international 
airlines 
$19,981,000 for carrying mail to foreign points. The 


lines also received subsidies totaling $35,083,000. In 
the year starting July I they will be paid $18,400,000 
for carrying the overseas military mail. 


It seem s entirely likely that the lines, with their 
incomes swollen by S18 400,000, will be able to do 
with less subsidy money in the future. Their costs 
should not rise in proportion to the extra load. In 
some instances the additional mail will ride virtually 
free on unused capacity. 


Military pilots who have been flying the mail will 
row go back to military flying. That is one more 
dividend from a good decision.

They nerve a 
terrifying need, as Bishop Fulton Sheen does, the need 
for a com forting word, the need for a holding of hands. 
for a pat on the shoulder—the ne^d to know that God 
does exist and that His servants labor upon this earth. 


For 114 weeks, this little book “ The Power of Positive 
Thinking,” stands at the top of the best seller list because 
in these troubled times, in spite of what all the current wise 
ones say, m en and women do turn to God and to a message 
that relates m an to God. In our country, m ateraiism does 
not satisfy. It is not enough. It is not com forting. Luxury 
does not m ake for peace of m ind; a high standard of liv­ 
ing does not m ake for contentm ent; money in the pocket 
or in the bank does not produce happy fam ilies. More and 
m ore of our people are beginning to recognize what Arnold 
Toynbee has said so correctly; 
“ Why is this secular cult of science not enough? Be­ 
cause science operates in a spiritual m edium from which 
it can never detach itself.

Our heritage and tradition are rich in spiritual 
insight. And the case for democracy is a formidable 
one and ought to be stated In its fulness and with posi­ 
tive power.

Ridgway, is already scheduled to 
testify before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on this point.

Row About Tariffs 


3. There will be, of course, a row 
about tariff*. The protectionist Re­ 
publican bloc has already declared 
w ar on President Eisenhow er's re­ 
ciprocal trade program . 
4. On the domestic side, there will

D em ocrats think they have a use­ 
ful issue here, especially in the 
public power stake, and they are 
not going to drop the issue.

The really un­ 
believable stupidity with which the 
case of Wolf Ladejinsky has been 
handled by the A griculture D epart­ 
m ent gives the D em ocrats the ideal 
spring-board for an investigation 
of the whole security program .

D em ocrats have already had the 
bright idea of asking Gen. Doug­ 
las M acA rthur, who wrote five let­ 
ters of com m endation for Ladejin­ 
sky, to testify about the case.

devolve or consolidate without any 
outstanding obligations or com pli­ 
cations. 
Of course, it would be unfair to 
my readers for me to advise them 
w hat to do. But, I do urge you to 
throw nothing away which looks 
like a stock certificate even if your 
father or brother says vt is “ value­ 
less and just cluttering up his desk 
or safe deposit box ' Please do not 
s e n d me any ce rtif ic ates to look 
at. but show them to vour regular 
banker, if you wish 


Cranium Is Recovering Values 


Most of these “ w orthless” certifi­ 
cates sn your attic or desk draw er* 
are of old mining companies. They 
m ay never have been anv good, 
or are of mines which have com­ 
pletely “ petered out “ The com­ 
pany did not have the m oney to 
dissolve legally, but some rancher 
has paid the taxes for the privilege 
of using the 
land 
for 
pasture 
H enre. the company was forgotten 
aller the stnrkholders were told 
it w . s no good 
The land is still useless for get- 
ting gold or silver, co p pe r or lead; 
but uranium may have been found! 
As a result, the land could increase 
in value sn one week from $5 per 
acre to $50,000 per acre! Some old­ 
timer who remembers the old com­ 
pany has found a list of the old 
stockholders and has w ritten them 
a letter offering $10 a '•hare. As 
the envelope containing these cer­ 
tificates was marked “valueless," 
the fam ily sold them for $10 per 
share while todav they are re,illy 
worth $1 OOO a share. 


Stockholders Often Move Away 


When you move from one house 
to another and especially from one 
city to another, be sure to w rite 
the com pany in which you hold any 


stock of your new address. Don’t 
ever look a t a “ valueless’* certifi­ 
cate and say it is not worth a three- 
cent postage stam p and the time 
required for writing such a letter. 
After too m any changes of address, 
your envelope com es back m arked 
“ unknown'* 
and 
the 
company 
m arks you “ dead.” 
One of the companies in which 
TTiv fam ily has very large holdings 
• United Stores Common, selling on 
the Am erican Stock Exchange for 
$3 to $4> has nearly IOO such stock­ 
holders who cannot 
be 
located. 
Perhaps you are one of these stock­ 
holders. There probably -are Hun­ 
dreds of other com pa nos just Uke 
United Stores, 
This stock could 
easily double or treble in value. 


Never B e ll Defaulted Bonds 


Wh< ii a stock stops paying divi­ 
dends tho price of the stock may 
gradually decline, but no one ge l 
panicky. The stockholders hope for 
a resum ption of dividends. When, 
however, a bond defaults—especi­ 
ally a foreign bond—m ost bond­ 
hold* i s think this is the end. The 
price of the bond then suddenly 
drops from around par to 50 cents 
on tho dollar. Discouraged bond­ 
holders have rushed to sell their 
bonds and the price has dropped to 
20 or even less. But. in the course 
of years, m any of the*# bonds re­ 
turned in value to $1,000. 
Some of the hotels in the famous 
Sheraton chain were built in the 
gay 90s. The bonds were sold for 
SI OOO each. Then they defaulted 
and kicked about at perhaps $200 
for veers 
Finally, one of Boston's 
most courageous financiers, Ernest 
Henderson, had faith in the hotel 
business and 
bought

bonds. They have since been paid 
off at par, 


B hat You Should Do 
Before 
selling 
any “ worthless 
stock” or defaulted bond, you can 
send $2 to the Information Center 
at New Boston, N. H. This gives 
no investm ent advice but has lists 
of 40,000 such stocks and will pass 
along to you w hat report it has 
on file. This is a non-profit edu­ 
cational association to help deserv­ 
ing people on business problems. 
The $2 will cover a full year’s in­ 
quiry. 
In other words, you can 
write again about the same stock 
or bond anytim e within 12 months 
without further cost to you.
